The following is responsive to the amendment received Oct. 23, 2003. 

Claims 1-8 and 14-16 are cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. No new 
claims are added. Claims 9-13 are currently pending. 

Applicant's amendment and the claims contained therein have been 
reconsidered with the Primary Examiner, and in view of such reconsideration it has 
been determined that prosecution must be revisited. 

The finality of the office action mailed April 18, 2003 is withdrawn. 

The previous claim objection and rejection set forth in paragraphs 1-3 of the 
office action mailed April 18, 2003 are withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment 
and the remarks contained therein. 

Restriction/Election 

Due to the complex nature of the claims, no request for an oral election is being 
made. Please see MPEP 812.01. 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

the androgenic dependent diseases as set forth in claim 1 1 as well as the 
specific species of NK-3 antagonists disclosed in the specification at pages 4-5. 
Applicant is respectfully requested to elect a single disease as well as a single NK-3 
antagonist compound. To assist the Examiner in the search of the compound, the 
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Examiner respectfully requests that Applicant submit a structural drawing of the elected 
compound. 

2. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

3. Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

Claim 1 1 corresponds to the species of diseases listed above. 
Claims 9, 12, 13 correspond to the disclosed NK-3 compounds disclosed in the 
specification. 

The following claim(s) are generic: claims 9, 12, 13. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The specific 
diseases lack the same or corresponding special technical feature because each 
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disease is distinct even though they may be characterized by androgenic dependency. 

Each disease would require different treatment steps and the search for one is not 

required for the other. Concerning the specific NK-3 antagonists described in the

specification, although these compounds may "function" as NK-3 antagonists, each 
compound is chemically and structurally distinct and the search for one is not required 
for the other.
